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How To Use The 8 Pillars of Wellness 
to Boost Your Overall Health

Developing a healthy routine of regular physical activity 
and eating nutritious foods is a great way to start improv- 
ing your overall health. But true holistic wellness encom- 
passes much more than your diet and exercise. To achieve 
true holistic wellness from your head to your toes, it’s 
important to focus on the other areas of your health that 
aren't as obvious. 


The 8 Pillars of Wellness is a framework for improving the 
elements of your health that you can't see in the mirror. 
The categories include physical, nutritional, emotional, 
social, spiritual, intellectual, financial and environmental 
wellness. As you begin your wellness journey, it’s helpful 
to pinpoint which of these pillars of wellness needs your 
attention the most. 


Pillars Of Wellness for a Wholesome Life: 


PHYSICAL: To be physically well, a person should exer- 
cise regularly, keep their body clean, and get proper sleep. 
The National Sleep Foundation recommends that adults 
between ages 18-64 get between seven and nine hours of 
sleep. TIP: Avoid screens for 30 minutes before bedtime 
to fall asleep faster.

Biden Awards Medal of Freedom to Father Alex 
Karloutsos, Nurse Sandra Lindsay so ia

lather Alexander Karloutsos, head of the Dormition of the 

Virgin Mary Greek Orthodox Church of the Hamptons, 
and Sandra Lindsay, a critical care nurse at Northwell Health’s 
Long Island Jewish Medical Center in New Hyde Park, were 
among 17 people who President Joe Biden on Thursday, July 7 
presented the nation’s highest civilian honor, the Presidential 
Medal of Freedom. 

The honors were awarded during a ceremony at the White 
House, where the president shared why each recipient was 
chosen. 

Biden described Father Alex, who has counseled several 
U.S. presidents and is assistant to Archbishop Demetrios of 
America, as “one of my dear friends.” Lindsay, a prominent 
advocate for vaccines and mental health for health care work- 
ers who was the first American to get the COVID-19 vaccine 
outside of clinical trials, was previously honored by Biden and 
served as grand marshal of the Manhattan parade celebrating 
the work of front-line healthcare heroes during the pandemic. 

The 17 people receiving honors “have overcome significant 
obstacles to achieve impressive accomplishments in the arts 


and sciences, dedicated their lives to advocating for the most. 


vulnerable among us, and acted with bravery to drive change 


in their communities, and across the world, while blazing 


trails for generations to come,” the White House said. 

It was the first time Biden had awarded the Presidential 
Medal of Freedom. His recipient list included both living and 
deceased honorees, some of them representing various stages 
of the president's life, from the Catholic nuns who taught him 
as a boy growing up in Claymont, Delaware, to Republican 
lawmakers he served with in the Senate to a college professor 
like his wife, Jill, to advocates of tightening access to firearms. 

“I take special pride in the bestowal of this honor upon Fa- 
ther Alex, and am delighted that he is now receiving national 


and international recognition,” said Dr. Anthony J. Limbera- | 


kis, Commander of the Order of Saint Andrew, Archons of the 
Ecumenical Patriarchate. 


Biden noted that Lindsay’s vaccination card, hospital scrubs 


and badge are part of the Smithsonian National Museum of 
American History’s exhibit on COVID-19. 

“Sandra, as I told you before, if there are any angels in heav- 
en, they are all nurses,” he said. ‘ 

“I am beyond thankful to President Biden for recognizing 
that momentous day and my continued efforts to end vaccine 
hesitancy and promote health care for everyone, no matter 
where you live, who you are, or the color of your skin,” Lind- 
say said.

Steven Zuhoski, in violation of New York State social 
distancing mandates that were in effect during the 
first wave of the coronavirus pandemic.

Motorcycles and More |

Me people who buy a house 
in the Hamptons do so to ob- 


tain peace and quiet away from the 
crowds. Their homes cost tens of mil- 
lions. The real estate brokers will tell 
you about them. You get your 
own tennis court, a swim- 
ming pool with a_ pool 
house, a gym, a dozen or 
more bedrooms, a broad 
lawn, a private theater, a 
line of hedgerows for priva- 
cy and a gate that only opens 
to visitors when they know what 
code to press. 

Welcome to the Hamptons. And 
this is what we have come to. 

However, that was not what I was 
looking for when I bought my house. 
That was half.a century ago. Every 
store in every town in the Hamptons 
closed on Sunday for church. Dogs 
would sleep on the white line in the 
middle of Main Street. The Hamp- 
tons then were small, peaceful towns. 
So I was looking for excitement. 

For that reason, I bought (for 
$43,000), a house on a well-traveled 
country road overlooking a harbor. 
It sat just 90 feet from that road. 
But it was on a hillside, 17 feet up. 
So I could look down at the road and 
across it. Boats in the harbor sit in 
slips that back up to the road. Across 
the harbor, the sun sets. And lots of 
interesting stuff happens just outside 
my window. 

One summer long ago, at 8 a.m., a 
lone man would swim slowly across 
the harbor and back to start his day. 
Another summer, every Friday eve- 
ning, a seaplane would land in the 
harbor so a businessman with a brief- 
case could disembark to a waiting 
launch piloted by an employee who 
would motor him over to his 100-foot 
yacht. It was called “Serenity.” 

Wishing to join the action, I bought 
a small cannon, set it up on our deck 
and exactly at sunset every Sunday 
evening, fired it out to sea. It would 
echo up and down the harbor. I loved 
it. The kids loved it. Somebody com- 


plained about it one day and a police 
officer came knocking, but when I 
told the officer it was just once a week 
on Sunday at sunset, he smiled and 
left. Some years later, the kids grew 
up and left. And I left off firing the 
cannon. : 
Here’s something more re- 
cent. Three weeks ago, a 
black SUV came down the 
road and slowed toa halt at 
the curb on the far side of 
the road. A woman got out 
of the car, opened the back, 
and slid out a long wooden 
pole that had a big American flag 
on the end. Carrying it to the curb, 
she unfurled it and began waving it 
furiously in the air. 

I was puzzled by this for a bit, but 
then I heard a noise. A low growling, 
rumbling sound was coming from far 
up the street. It got louder and loud- 
er. And as this woman began jump- 
ing up and down frantically waving 
her flag, a man in black leather on a 
motorcycle came roaring by. 

Vrooom! 

A few seconds later a second per- 
son on a motorcycle roared by, and 
then a third and a fourth and a fifth. 
Vroom! Vroom! Vroom! They came 
by, heading to town at one- or two- 
second intervals. 

After about 30 seconds, they were 
still coming one after another like 
this with the woman waving the 
flag excitedly at each one of them. 
I thought, “How many are there?” I 
looked at my watch, noted the time, 
and still they came. 

“This is great!” I thought. By this 
time, my wife Chris was out to see 
what was going on. I kept looking at 
my watch. Five minutes went by: Six, 
seven minutes. 

Vroom, vroom, vroom, vroom, 
vroom. 

The parade of motorcycles lasted 
a full nine minutes. As they were go- 
ing by at the rate of about one every 
second and a half, the full shebang 
was about 400 motorcyclists passing 
loudly by our house. As I write about 
it, 1 remember it to this day. Wow!

When it ended, the woman walked 
her flag back to her SUV, shoved it in 
the back, got in the front and drove 
off. A job well done. 

I write this on July 5. The Fourth of 
July parade and fireworks in various 
towns are over. But now we can look 
forward to the big one. 

At 9:30 p.m. on July 16, the Gruc- 
cis of New York, the biggest and most 
famous fireworks manufacturer in 
America and much of the world, will 
be firing off a 40-minute barrage of 
fireworks high up into the night sky 
from a large rectangular barge towed 
out for the occasion to the center of 
Three Mile Harbor in East Hampton, 
within sight of my house. The Clam- 


shell Foundation Fireworks is a cel- 


ebration of Bastille Day, the French 
holiday similar to our Fourth of July. 
Actor-writer George Plimpton, a resi- 
dent of Wainscott, started holding it 
there every year for charity sometime 
in the early 1970s. 

Members of our immediate family, 
from as far away as San Francisco, 
will be in attendance at our house on 
the hillside to watch this. But there 
will be others of us who will mo- 


tor out into the harbor in a boat and 
park just a few hundred yards from 
this barge — using buoys, the town 
Marine Patrol makes a sort of line 
in the water so nobody gets too close 
(or any closer than we are) — so we 
will enjoy it from there, with shouts, 
drinks raised and eyes on the dark 
sky where the gold, silver, red and 


yellow sparkling and neon showers 


thump and crackle over everyone. 
Grucci Fireworks has its headquar- 

ters in Bellport, Long Island. It also 

had its testing facilities in Bellport 


. on that property, but one day in 1983, 


the entire fireworks warehouse ex- 
ploded, sending rockets everywhere 
for nearly an hour and a half. Some 
100. nearby homes were damaged. 
Windows were blown out, roofs col- 
lapsed, chimneys were toppled and 
cars were overturned. Twenty-four 
people were injured and two people 
died as a result of what was likely 
the biggest fireworks display ever 
seen on:Earth. Afterwards, the firm 
moved its testing facilities to a huge 
barren wasteland in Yaphank where 
it is now. 
And since then it’s been OK.

think there is now a war going 

on in the Hamptons between the 
summer people and the locals. There 
didn’t used to be one. But since about 
2000, when the gap between the 
wealthy and the less fortunate began 
to widen big time everywhere, its ef- 
fects were especially felt here in the 
Hamptons. 

Today, millionaires and billionaires 
dominate this community. Before 
2000, however, a vibrant, small-town 
local community made a liv- 
ing doing regular kinds of 
work. They'd become insur- 
ance salesmen, opticians, 
lawyers, doctors, farmers, 
fishermen, merchants, 
journalists, business own- 
ers and politicians. But now 
many have moved away. Can't 
afford to live in the Hamptons. As a 
result, the fabric of this small town 
has begun to crumble. 

Fact is, local kids now grow up to 
serve the rich here. They ‘become 
chauffeurs, valets, landscapers, nan- 
nies, cooks, security people, restau- 
rant servers, swimming and tennis 
instructors, pool people and baymen 
and, at the high end, real estate agents 
to sell astronomically priced proper- 
ties that bring high commissions. 

Through it all, local people continue 
to hold government jobs. They are still 
mayors, town supervisors, judges, 
highway superintendents, ordinance 
inspectors and police officers. So, 
perhaps rightly, they’ve still got some 
control of the situation. 

You do have to consider, however, 
that the locals have succeeded in 
what they wanted. Until about 2000, 
they yearned for the area to become a 
world-class resort. Now it’s happened. 
They got what they asked for. 

What they didn’t count on, however, 
was that these 300-year-old com- 
munities would be compromised. It’s 
now sounded an alarm. 

Some of the very wealthy — per- 
haps just a small percentage of them 
— behave selfishly. Money talks. They 
trample all over everybody because of 
it. And they couldn't care less. And so 
resentments grow. 

Restaurants. There are people who, 
instead of calling up and reserving 
a table at a restaurant for a particu- 
lar evening — something ordinarily 
done without cost — now pay huge 
sums — reportedly as much as five 


figures — to reserve a particular table 
at a particular réstaurant for certain 


~ days for the entire summer, even if the 


table remains empty on certain nights 
when they don’t show up. 

Homes. Local people stand by si- 
lently when the homes they grew up 
in are torn down and replaced with 


homes 10 times the size — many in a 


neighborhood of small local homes. 
And then the homebuyers who did 
this, creating an elephant in a nice 
community, only come out for sum- 
mer weekends, about 25 days a year. 
Travel. It appears to almost 
everybody that the number 
of aircraft noisily bring- 
ing the rich in and out of 
East Hampton Airport by 
helicopter has gotten out 
of control. As the years go 
by, it’s become an endlessly 
increasing conversation-stopper 
much of the day in this community. 
Efforts to create rules to reduce this 
noise have been announced, but they 


‘resulted in lawsuits from those flying 


in the rich that have currently stopped 
these rules from going into effect. 
Six weeks ago, the owner of an air- 


craft company called Blade Air Mobil- 


ity that brings passengers out from 
the city requested that a judge punish 
the owners of the airport — it’s owned 
by the town — by requiring them to 
pay him for limiting the total number 
of flights that can take place. 

Here was the reasoning of Blade’s 
owner and his co-plaintiffs: The town 
is now requiring that planes and heli- 
copters power down completely before 


loading and unloading passengers — 


and cargo. As a result, the plaintiffs 
say, it takes longer for the helicopter 
pilots to restart their engines and get 
ready for takeoff again, thus reduc- 
ing the number of times a day he can 
bring patrons in and out. : 

Low-Cost Housing. There’s a plan 
afoot to tax a tiny percentage of real 
estate transactions in the five East 
End towns 0.05% when sold, to raise 
money for low-cost housing. It will be 
on the ballot in November. It could 
bring in $20 million every year. 

The rich will be for this tax be- 
cause the funds raised could result 
in more workers in the Hamptons 


_ to do the things the rich need done. 


Currently, there is a shortage of such 
workers because there is almost no 
low-cost housing. The locals will 
be for this because they think this

historic community. 

Little Things. Here’s two stories 
a local told me. He needed to get a 
screen door repaired because his dog 
had clawed holes in the screen. So he 
called up a store in town that repairs 
screens and asked them how long it 
would. take to repair if he brought it 
in. They'd fixed screens before. Cost 
was about $80 for the fix. He was told 
it would be at least four weeks before 
they could get to it. So then he asked if 
just possibly he could get it repaired in 
a shorter period of time. He was told 
yes. However, there would be a fee for 
this “emergency:” $200. 

He also wanted to get a fence on his 
property replaced. It was about 150 
feet in length. The cost, he was told, 
would be $5,900. It seemed fair. So 
he said yes. But when he asked when 
it could be done he was told October. 


But only if, now, six months earlier, he 
sent them a check for $3,000 in June 
to be put on the list for October. He 
said never mind. 

Conclusion. Locals have put up with 
a lot. Traffic is ridiculous. Parking is 
almost non-existent. Almost all the 
stores and restaurants downtown 
have become so high-end they are no 
longer affordable. (In March, a pock- 
etbook store in East Hampton Vil- 
lage was robbed of nearly 50 designer 
handbags retailing from $1,090 up 
to $3,050 each. What? $3,050 each? 
Yup.) Well, there are shopping malls 
now to shop in that they can afford. 
And Costco. "ee 

Can the locals win the war to bring 
back a thriving small town commu- 
nity of farmers and fishermen going 
back 350 years? — 

I think they are trying to give it a go.

Rights Amid Building Boom, Powwow Revival

qe? days after members of the Shinnecok Indian 
Nation marched on Coopers Beach on a sunny 
Saturday afternoon to demand free access to their 
ancestral lands, tribal leaders led a groundbreaking 
ceremony for a recreational cannabis dispensary. 

The back-to-back grassroots protest followed by 
tribal leaders touting their latest economic devel- 
opment initiative underscored a two-pronged ap- 
proach the tribe is using to re-stake its land claims 
while working to secure a financial plan for its fu- 
ture. The renewed push comes as the tribe plans to 
welcome the public back for its annual Shinnecock 
Indian Powwow — an event that draws an estimated 
30,000 — this Labor Day weekend following a two- 
year pause due to the coronavirus pandemic. 

“It’s long overdue,” Bryan Polite, who chairs the 
Shinnecock council of trustees, tells Dan’s Papers. 

The efforts come at a time when the tribe, which 
won long-sought federal recognition in 2010 — join- 
ing nearly 600 tribes nationwide — is also working 


to build a casino on its territory, as well as a hotel, 
gas station and convenience store on land that it 
owns, chafing neighbors in traffic-choked surround- 
ing communities that boast some of the priciest real 


estate in the country. It also recently saw a sacred 


burial ground known as Sugarloaf Hill purchased 
from a private owner and converted to a preserve to 
prevent development that would desecrate ancient 
unmarked graves, which is not uncommon in the 
Hamptons. 

While the hotel is in the early planning stages and 
the casino has experienced setbacks due to the pan- 
demic, the gas station could break ground as soon as 
this fall. Once the tribe gets the necessary approv- 
als, the gas station will likely prove as successful 
as gas stations on Long Island’s only other Indian 
territory, the Poospatuck Reservation in Mastic that 
is home to the Unkechaug tribe. That’s because the 
tribes don’t charge sales tax, so they can charge less, 
which tends to draw lines at Poospatuck amid cur- 
rent soaring gas prices. a 

The latest efforts to regain ground and advance

new projects are the latest signs the Shinnecock is 
following through on its plans. 

BEACH BATTLE 

Coopers Beach in the Village of Southampton an- 
nually ranks among the top beaches in the nation, 
but members of the Shinnecock argue that local 
leaders should grant them free beach passes, as is 
done elsewhere in the nation. _ 

In making their case to the village, the advo- 
cates noted that governments in Rhode Island and 
Maine granted free beach access to tribal members 
in those states. The activists added that the Shin- 
necock shouldn't be forced to pay fees because the 
tribe never relinquished the rights to use the oceans 
and beaches. 

“Tt strikes a common thread with members,” Po- 
lite said, noting that grassroots organizers — not 
tribal leaders — rallied the protesters, who have 
made similar demands in the past to no avail. 

Polite said he’s in talks with Southampton Village 
Mayor Jesse Warren, but no agreement has been 
reached.

“Before the rally, we were work- 
ing on creative solutions on the is- 
sue and believe that we can come up 
with a solution,” Warren told Dan’s 
Papers. “We have also reached out to 
the county to request access to Shin- 
necock East Park.” 

Polite remained cautiously optimis- 
tic in his beach diplomacy. 

“There is a gulf between us, but 
there is some middle ground,” the 
tribal chairman said, noting that he 
didn’t want to undermine the negotia- 
tions by speaking too candidly. 

The protesters leading the march, 
of course, had no problem practicing 
civil disobedience by walking right 
onto the beach at noon on Saturday, 
July 9, picketing with signs that said 
“No More Million Dollar Beach Club” 
and “Inequality Kills,” among other 
messages, as Hamptonites sunbathed 
in the sand. The protesters rallied 
up and down Meadow Lane with al- 
‘lies from the advocacy group New 
York Communities for Change, some 
of whom were arrested in four days 
of protests across the Hamptons de- 
manding higher taxes on the rich. 

POT PROCEEDS 

With the same gusto that the grass- 
roots group sought to regain a foot- 
hold on ground taken centuries ago, 
the tribe also eyes newly legalized rec- 
reational marijuana as an economic 
opportunity to bring a new revenue

stream into the territory. 

Officials gathered for a formal 
groundbreaking ceremony on Mon- 
day, July 11, to mark the start of con- 
struction on Little Beach Harvest, a 
planned 5,000-square-foot adult-use 
cannabis dispensary — the first of its 
kind being built on Long Island. 

“Anything we envision as a Shin- 
necock people has to always be for 
the next seven generations and be- 
yond,” said Chenae Bullock, a Shin- 
necock member and managing di- 
rector of Little Beach Harvest. “The 
Little Beach Harvest dispensary will 
be a place where we can share with the 


world our culture, honor this sacred 
plant, increase awareness and provide 
resources for the Shinnecock Nation. 
People who come to our traditional 
lands to shop in our dispensary will 
contribute to our economic sustain- 
ability. For thousands of years, the 
people of the Shinnecock Nation have 
contributed to environmental sustain- 
ability, and we are now in times that 
we can develop economic sustain- 
ability through the cannabis industry 
to continue our stewardship to the 
earth.” 

Little Beach is being built at 56 
Montauk Highway in partnership with 


i} 


Boston-based cannabis consultant 
group TILT Holdings Inc. and eco- 
nomic development firm Conor Green. 
They hope to open the dispensary in 
early 2023. 

To date, the state Cannabis Control 
Board has only licensed conditional 
cultivator licenses. for legal weed 
farms — a few of which are on the East 
End — but has yet to officially license 
any retailers. 

POW WOW WELCOME 

Before the dispensary opens and 
maybe before the tribal beach passes 
arrive, the Shinnecock have one old 
initiative that’s new again. 

Like most mass gatherings, the on- 
set of COVID-19 forced the Shinnecock 
to close its annual powwow, which 
normally draws thousands of people 
from beyond its territory. Instead, in 
2020 it held an “internal healing cer- 
emony,” Polite said at the time. Last 
summer, the tribe still wasn’t ready for 
the crowds to return, but Polite said he 
is now looking forward to returning 
the powwow to its prior glory. 

The Shinnecock Powwow is one of 
the largest Native American gather- 
ings on the East Coast and offers a 
rare glimpse for non-tribal members 
to celebrate tribal culture. 

“We're really excited about that,” 
Polite said. “It’s going to be a big 
deal. We're hoping that everyone who 
missed our powwow can join us!”

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Hedge Fund Manager Adam Levinson 
Sells Hamptons Home for $42. Million

edge fund manager Adam Levinson sold his 

Hamptons home for $42 million, in what ap- 
pears to be an off-market deal this spring. The 
transaction is among the most expensive sales in the 
Hamptons so far this year. 

Suffolk County deed transfers available this week 
show the newly built modern oceanfront home, lo- 
cated at 11 Beach Plum Court on Napeague, between 
Amagansett and Montauk, traded on April 28. 
While the seller was listed as a limited liability com- 
pany, online records connect it,to Adam Levinson, 
the managing partner and chief investment officer 
for Singapore-based Graticule Asset Management 
Asia, and his wife, Brittany Levinson. They appear 
to be headed for the West Coast, as he bought a 
30,000-square-foot mansion in Bel-Air for $58.5 
million, The Real Deal reported in May. 

The new owner of the Hamptons home 
was veiled under an LLC called BPC 11. 
It was unclear who brokered the deal. 

Speaking to The Wall Street Jour- 
nal, a spokesman for Levinson con- 
firmed the sale of the home, which 
they said was the first black-stained 
cedar exterior home on the East End, 
now a trend in the Hamptons. 

The 10,000-square-foot home, with two 
horizontal masses that appear to be floating above 
the dunes connected by a glass-walled bridge, was 
designed by Christoff:Finio Architecture (C:FA), a 
New York-based architecture and design studio, led 
by partners Taryn Christoff and Martin Finio. In 
2015, C:FA won the American Architecture Award, 
AIA New York State Design Award for the design. 

“The seemingly limitless possibilities for building 
on this undeveloped stretch of oceanfront dune belie 
the complicated site restrictions that come with it.

Zoning regulations, flood zone restraints, wetland 
and dune crest setbacks, and the like had to be ne- 
gotiated alongside the powerful natural attributes of 
light, water, and topography to create a partnership 
of landscape and structure,” the description on the 
architectural firm’s website explains. 

Men at Work Construction, based in Wainscott, 
oversaw the building project and Haynes-Roberts 
Inc., based in New York, handled the interior design. 

The home features glass walls to take advantage 
of the ocean views, polished terrazzo concrete that 
is “smooth and refined to the touch, while sharing 
the material — sand and stone — of the dunes,” 
and a sawtooth roof, “an innovative alternative to 
the township’s mandate for sloped roof structures, 
evolved into a critical design element, sculpting day- 
light with its undulating skylight form, while also 
extracting solar energy through its photovoltaic ar- 
ray, generating enough electricity to power 
the entire house.” 

The environmentally-friendly home 
comes equipped with a geothermal 
cooling system, radiant floor heating, 
and high-performance glass coatings. 

Forget about art just hanging on the 
wall here. “This is a house for people 
and for art, with many artworks de- 
signed directly into the architecture,” the 
description continues. “This synthesis mani- 
fests itselfin the entry with one of Jenny Holzer’s sig- 
nature text pieces comprised of scrolling LED panels 
wrapped around the exterior walls of a mechanical 
room. The fins housing the LED lights of Holzer’s 
work were designed through collaboration between 
artist and architect. The partnership resulted in the 
seamless inclusion of the piece within the space, the 
cohesion of which is maintained whether the work 
is on or off.”

priciest trades on the South Fork this year, topped 
by only a handful of transactions, especially when 
looking at single properties that have sold. 

First up is the $84.5 million sale of the 8.5-acre 
estate on Lily Pond Lane in East Hampton that be-

Help! How Do I Keep ; 
My Dog From Biting? 


Dog bites are dangerous for people and the dog. People can be seriously 
injured and dogs can be euthanized as a result of it. . 


It’s important to keep in mind that unless the animal is sick mostly all dog bites are 
provoked. According to the American Veterinary Association this can happen if a 
dog finds itself in a stressful situation or feels threatened. Dogs also may nip while 
playing. That is why dog owners are discouraged from playing tug-of-war, which 
can lead to nipping and biting. 


A dog that has bitten should be crated when children and unfamiliar people are 
around to avoid the risk of a future bite. Dogs can bite because they are scared or 
have been startled, or because they feel threatened. It may also bite to defend its 
territory. In addition they may bite to protect something that is valuable to them, 
like their puppies, their food or a toy. 


Obedience training is recommended to refocus a dog’s mindset, assist with 
impulse control, and modify problematic behavior. It can be helpful to place signs 
around the.house to make family members aware of the latest training measures. 


Physical barriers such as baby gates may be necessary. Placing a “dog in training” ~ 
vest on the dog in public may be best and possibly a muzzle, if necessary. 


For assistance, be sure to hire a professional dog trainer to avoid any potential 
issues.

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George Petrides’ ‘Hellenic 
Heads’ Bring Greek _ 
History to Southampton

Hie horror and hope come to Southamp- 
ton in the form of sculptor George Petrides’ 

exhibition Hellenic Heads. 

Hellenic Heads had its world premiere on May 
5, 2022 at the Greek embassy in Washington DC. 
As of July 2, the exhibit is now housed at The 
Muses in Southampton, sponsored by Dan’s Pa- 
pers. 

“I hope that Greeks may benefit from the views 
of someone who is outside of Greece and so has 
come to have some distance for observation,” said 
the Greek American artist in a promotional video, 
“and non-Greeks may benefit by learning about 
the foundations of Western civilization.” 

The exhibit is a personal exploration of Greek 
history and culture over the past 2,500 years. To

prepare for this exhibit, Petrides researched ar- 
chaeological artifacts, academic readings, histor- 
ical photographs and family stories. He also stud- 
ied famous sculptors such as Donatello, Houdon 
and Rodin. While his.sculptures are inspired by 
works of art, he drew inspiration from those close 
to him. His statues have features of his mother, 
father, grandmother, fiancée, daughter and even 
himself. . 
Petrides sculpted six over-life-sized head stat- 
ues to represent six eras in the history of Greece: 
the classical Greek period from 510 BC to 323 BC; 
Byzantine Period from 330 to 1453; Greek War of 
Independence from 1821 to 1829; the Destruction 
of Smyrna in 1922; the Nazi occupation and Greek 


Civil war from 1941 to 1949; and the present. He 
hopes to show how each period is important to the 
development of Greek culture and history. 
Throughout his works, Petrides explores femi- 
ninity and the progress of feminism in Greek 
history. His piece titled “Thalia, Muse of Com- 
edy” was inspired by a sculpture from the clas- 
sical period that depicted the eponymous muse. 
Muses were goddesses, revered in a time when 
Greek women had few rights and were con- 
fined to domestic duties. On the opposite side 
of the spectrum, Petrides’s statue “Heroines of 
1821” is inspired by various women who were 
important military figures in the Greek War 


of Independence and embody their strength

and freedom. 
His work “Archon” is the sculpture depicting 
the Byzantine Empire and exudes power and

leadership. According to Petrides, “Archon” is a

name that means leader. Petrides. used photos of © 


his father as a sea captain and a sculpture of Con- 
stantine the Great as inspiration. 
Petrides also explores themes of dignity in the 
face of destruction. For the piece marking the 
Burning of Smyrna, “The Catastrophe,” Petrides 
hopes to convey the pain and shock felt by his 
grandmother and her family when they became 
refugees due to this tragedy. “Life During War- 
time” conveys daily life under Nazi power and the 
Greek Civil War with fear, horror and famine. 
His last statue, the one to convey the present, 
is titled “Kore” and modeled after his 12-year-old 


daughter. Petrides shows optimism for the future -

pi st short of a year after it was an- 
nounced last Atgust, the official 
Monopoly The Hamptons Edition 
board game landed on the East End 
and it’s already a huge hit. 

The local version of this classic 
family game was released on June 
21 following much anticipation about 
which area shops, restaurants and 
landmarks would appear on the 
board. Even participating businesses 
were only told of their approval, but 
were kept in the dark about which 
other Hamptons locales would re- 
place the game’s famous Atlantic City 
squares. 

“I had no idea what it was going to 
be like,” explains Roy Stevenson, of 
Stevenson’s Toys & Games in South- 
ampton (69 Jobs Lane) and East 
Hampton (66 Newtown Lane). “They 
wouldn’t tell us who the other people 
were going to be, so it was a great deal 
of excitement to finally see the board, 
and I’m really well pleased with it.” 

Stevenson’s occupies a red prop- 
erty, Illinois Avenue on the classic 
game board, and it’s also the only 
named business among six images on 
the board’s central section, sharing 
the Community Chest card area with 
a lovely photo of a sunset on the bay. 

Other pictures in the center of the 
board include a shot of the Montauk 
Lighthouse (which also lives in the 
blue Park Place square), the historic 
Hook Windmill (also occupying St. 
Charles Place), Southampton’s Main 
Street (also Marvin Gardens) and 
a shot of Shelter Island, which also 
appears on the game’s most coveted 
square, Boardwalk — congrats to the 
smallest of our five East End towns! 

The rest of the board offers an ar- 
ray of fun squares with recognizable 
places and businesses, such as Sag 
Harbor Books, Shadmoor State Park, 
East Hampton’s Main Beach, Atlan- 
tic Avenue Beach, Coopers Beach, 
Hallock State Park Reserve, Cedar 
Point Lighthouse, Southampton Inn, 
Hampton Chutney, Camp Hero Ra- 
dar Facility, and even nonprofits East 
End Hospice and Hamptons United, 
among others.

Chest and Chance cards are also cus- 


tomized to fit the Hamptons theme, 


as is the Monopoly money, which fea- 


tures a lighthouse and windmill mo- 
tif. The pieces players move around 
the board remain in the classic form 
— top hat, race car, dog, etc. — which 
Top Trumps says players like since 
most people have a favorite they’ve 
used since childhood. 

“They did not put every square with 
somebody who was willing to sponsor 
a square,” Stevenson says, giving ku- 
dos to Monopoly The Hamptons Edi- 


tion creators Top Trumps USA, who 
worked in partnership with Hasbro 
to make the game. “They’ve got Mon- 
tauk Lighthouse and Coopers Beach 
and a lot of the different scenic places 
here. I think they did a good job on it. 
I was pleased to see that it ended up 
as well as it did,” he adds. “It really 
resonates with me.

ost white wine drinkers 
will concur that sauvignon 
blane really is the quintessen- 
tial summer wine. A quick trip 
to most local wine stores will 
net you a large assortment of 
this sunny white wine, and the 
majority of those wines will be 
hailing from New Zealand, which 
is world-renowned for their sau- 
vignon blanc. They produce con- 
stantly solid sauvignon blancs 
with their fruit forward signature 
grapefruit notes. 
If you love sauvignon blanc 
but are ready to try something a 
bit different, and definitely less 


grapefruity, the beautiful Cuvee 
Nicola from McCall Wines might 
fit the bill perfectly. Russ McCall 
named it for his wife Nicola. This 
lyrical wine is delightfully light 
and crisp. And while the expected 
citrus notes are present, instead 
of the overpowering grapefruit 
notes found in the New Zealand 
version of sauvignon blanc, this 
wine has intriguing notes of lime, 
grass and, ironically enough, kiwi 
fruit. 

The wine that was sampled 
was 2020, but because of its im- 
mense popularity, the 2021 might 
now be the only available vintage. 
Don’t be disappointed, the 2021 
received a 90 point rating from 
Robert Parker’s Wine Spectator.

This lovely wine is 100% sau- 
vignon blanc. It’s fermented only 
in stainless steel with no oak con- 
tact for six months before bot- 
tling. A bottle retails for $24. 

Cuvee Nicola is a great go-to for 
all your outside daytime summer 
activities. Bright and sunny, it 
pairs wonderfully with seafood, 
salad, and fruits as well as Asian 
cuisine. It also drinks great on 
its own. So if you’re in the mood 
for a great sauvignon blanc, forgo 
the New Zealand choices and 
go local.

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Countdown to Dan’s GrillHampton: James Lyons of NoFoDoCo

leg Lyons, owner of North Fork Doughnut Com- 
pany aka NoFoDoCo, will be bringing something 
sweet among the chefs and purveyors serving up 
fabulous. food and libations at Dan’s GrillHampton 
on August 5, the first night of Dan’s Taste Signature 
Weekend and the penultimate party of this year’s 
Dan’s Taste Summer Series presented by Yieldstreet. 

With a background in brewing beer, Lyons says he 
and his wife Kelly Lyons, a lifelong baker, launched 
NoFoDoCo together in 2018. 

“(Kelly) and her mother used to do a lot of baking to- 
gether,” Lyons says, explaining the familial roots of the 
shop’s signature doughnut recipe. “She passed away 
when my wife was 19,” he continues, pointing out that 
Kelly and her siblings preserved their mother’s recipes 
in a book so they would never be forgotten. “She did a 
lot of desserts and a lot of baking, so we would always 
make doughnuts out there on the holidays from her 
mother’s recipe.”. 

Lyons says Kelly dreamed of opening up a bakery, 
and everything clicked while he was visiting Califor- 
nia for one of his brewery jobs. “I realized there were 
lots of these small doughnut shops going on in L.A. 
and all these other places in California on the West 
Coast, and there were lines out the door, they were do- 
ing really well,” Lyons recalls. “I came home with this 
knowledge and I spoke to my wife and said, ‘I think 
maybe we should do something on Long Island be- 
cause nobody’s doing it really good out here. I think

maybe this is an opportunity for us.” 

With the seed planted, “One day, my wife and I both 
quit our jobs and we took all of our savings that we had 
and we just did it,” Lyons says, describing the origin of 
North Fork Doughnut Company. “I just always knew 
that I wanted to do something on my own. I wanted to 
create something that I can hand down to my children 
one day, or just be my own boss. We just decided to 
take the risk, and we thought it'd be worth it,” he says. 
“It was definitely a risk.” 

That risk paid off, thanks largely to their irresistible 
doughnuts. “You can fry doughnuts or you can bak

doughnuts,” Lyons says, sharing their process, which 
uses the frying method to make yeast-style dough- 
nuts, rather than cake, so NoFoDoCo's offerings have 
a light, fluffy consistency, more like bread than cake. 

“Cake doughnuts are very, very easy to make. 
They’re delicious, but they're kind of one-two-three,” 
he explains. “The yeast doughnuts are a more arti- 
sanal approach. There’s proofing, there’s yeast in- 
volved, there’s table time. It takes about four hours for 
us to make a batch of doughnuts. There's a little more 
involved, and I think people appreciate that.” 

At GrillHampton, Lyons says NoFoDoCo will likely 
bring three to four of their best-selling flavors from 
their stores in Mattituck and Bay Shore, like Caramel 
Coffee Cake, though slightly smaller than usual to al- 
low room for other offerings at the event. “I don’t know 
if you've had our doughnuts, but they’re particularly 
large — they’re like the size of your head,” he says, 
pointing out that he’s excited for the big night. 

“T just always really liked the way the (Dan's Papers) 
events were handled and the way they were executed. 
I thought they were really classy and very nice events, 
so after doing one of them, we started doing a bunch.”

Barrila has been participating in Dan’s Taste events 
for 10 years. He and his wife, Sheila, enjoy taking part 
in the events to share their cooking with attendees and 
catch up with fellow local chefs. 

“We're known for the Shinnecock Lobster Factory, 
for our fresh lobster,’ Barrila says. “We get fresh lob- 
sters from Maine.” _ 

Barrila’s culinary roots lie in Sicily, where he grew 
up. Moving to the United States, he was among the top 
40 chefs in New York City. He is also known for com- 
peting on Food Network’s Chopped. When he came 
to Long Island for the weekend, Sheila says, he never 
left. He became an executive chef for a hotel group that 
owned hotels like The Atlantic in Southampton. 

“He did catering for one year,” says Sheila. “He loved 
it and he decided he wanted to do catering.” It was 
then that Barrila and Sheila launched their own cater- 
ing company, Insatiable EATS. 

“We've done everything under the sun since then,” 
Sheila says. “We started doing very private events for 
celebrities, like A-List, sort of high-profile people. And 


then it just grew into all the other catering events. 
We've done the Guild Hall, all the galleries ... We doa 
lot of craft catering for fashion and film shoots where 
we just drop off catering.” 

Barrila has also opened three restaurants on Long 
Island: Shinnecock Lobster Factory, which he opened 
with Shinnecock tribal leader Lance Gumbs, seafood 
restaurant Frutti Di Mare and Insatiable EATS.

goer you're looking to have your black-tie 
wedding catered or you want to have a clam 
bake-style birthday party in your Hamptons home, 
Chef Peter Ambrose, owner of Hamptons-based ca- 
tering company Events by Peter Ambrose, has you 
covered with unforgettable custom menu options 
that he has honed over decades in the business. 

While there’s never a bad excuse for a party, you 
don’t actually need to throw one — or wait to be 
invited to one — to chow down on his popular cre- 
ations. Ambrose along with many other East End 
culinary leaders will be at Dan’s GrillHampton, 
part of the Dan’s Taste Summer Series presented 
by Yieldstreet, on Friday, August 5 at Nova’s Ark 
in Water Mill. 

Ambrose, who was born and raised in Sag Har- 
bor and calls himself a “happy native,” has always 
been interested in both food and hospitality. “The 
kitchen at my grandmother’s on my mother’s side 
was always the gathering spot, and my dad’s mom 
and dad were the original owners of The Blend at 
Three Mile Harbor, so food and hospitality is in my 
blood,” says Ambrose.

“I am 54 years 
young, so I’ve been at it for a long time and seen 
the evolution of both catering and restaurants in 
the Hamptons.” 

Given his experience, we couldn’t help but won- 
der what the biggest mistakes he has seen people 
make when planning an outdoor event. He noted 
that he thinks one of the keys is to take the humid- 
ity into consideration. “Also, with outdoor events, 
make sure your dishes work on a grill over open 
flames and that they can be just as good served at 
room temperature as they can be served hot.” He 
also advised that Hamptonites should take advan- 
tage of the great local produce we have out east and 
have all of their side dishes prepared in advance 
to leave more time to nail the proteins on the grill. 
“It’s an old adage, but it certainly applies to summer 
grilling: KISS — aka ‘keep it simple, stupid.” 

That said, Ambrose isn’t one to shy away from 
trends. When asked about the ones he’s loving this 
summer, he highlighted small plates, Asian flavors, 
extended cocktail parties and more mingling, less sit- 
ting. 

As for what Ambrose will be serving at Dan’s 
GrillHampton, he wouldn't divulge that just yet,

Pitching, Dribbling & 
Managing His Future

he typical college student will 
usually spend their summer 
break relaxing and enjoying their 
time off, or working a part-time job 
to earn a little extra income. Twen- 
ty-year-old Zach Karson is nothing 


like your typical student because . 


he’s gone well beyond the extra mile 
when it comes to his activities. 
During the summer, Karson has 
been working between 80 and 100 
hours every week. The bulk of his 
time is spent working for a hotel in 
Hampton Bays known as The Inn 
Spot, located just north of the Pon- 
quogue Bridge. The rest of his week 
is spent pitching for the Southamp- 
ton Breakers, who play in the Hamp- 
tons Collegiate Baseball League. 
But the summer months are con- 
sidered to be the easy part of Kar-

son’s schedule, because when class 
is in session, his activities get more 
impressive and chaotic. 

While he attends Florida Southern 
College as a full-time student, he 
also pitches for their baseball team 
and spends time working as a game 
day operations assistant for the Or- 
lando Magic. 

“Zach has a full-time job as a base- 
ball player and a full-time job as a 
businessman, and he handles him- 
self very well,” says Southampton 
Breakers coach Rob Cafiero. “Most 
kids his age who are on my team 
concentrate on baseball, going to the 
gym and the beach. Zach’s the type 
of kid who works hard on the field 
and then when the game’s over, he’s 
running the hotel and doing the bas- 
ketball stuff.” 

As a baseball player, Karson has 
proven to be a very effective pitcher. 
His most recent outing was on June 
25 against the South Shore Clippers 
and it was his best game of the young 
season. He allowed just three bas- 
erunners to reach while striking out 
three across three innings in relief 
while allowing just one unearned 
run to score. 

It was the third time in four games 
for the Breakers this season that he’s 
allowed one earned run or less in a 
game. Across his two seasons with 
the Breakers, Karson holds a 2-0 re- 
cord with a 3.34 earned run average 
and 26 strikeouts across nine games. 

Karson has also pitched very well 
during his time at FSC. During his 
first season with the Moccasins last 
year, he posted a 1-1 record with 
a 3.14 ERA while striking out 32 
batters across 28 2/3 innings. This 
included a masterful 10-strikeout 
performance during his first start of 
the season. 

During his second season with the 
Moccasins, which just concluded 
this past April, Karson was signifi- 
cantly better. During his first start 
of the season, he threw a career- 
best 13 strikeouts and didn’t allow 
a single run to score across his first 
four starts, a stretch that spanned 
24 innings and included a second 
10-strikeout performance. For the 
entire season, he posted a 5-2 record 
with a 1.77 ERA and 44 strikeouts 
across 35 2/3 innings.

When discussing baseball players 
that Karson has been inspired by or 
looks up to in a sense, a short list of 
current MLB stars was brought up. 
He was quick to point out former 
New York Mets pitcher Marcus Stro- 
man, who hails from Medford. 

“The reason I like Marcus is more 
of how he carries himself off the 
field,’ Karson says. “I gravitate to- 
wards the players who I’m most 
similar to. I like him because on the 
field he plays with a lot of confidence 
and swag, while off the field he’s very 
socially active. He’s very flashy, and 
I think I’m like that, too.” 

Despite his success on the field, 
Karson doesn’t really consider base- 
ball to be a big part of his future, and 
views it mostly as a temporary side 
gig. While he wouldn’t turn down an 
opportunity to play in the majors if 
scouts came knocking on his door, 
his priorities are his basketball ca- 
reer and the hotel. 

The hotel, which just opened ear- 
lier this year, is where Karson has 
spent the majority of his time over 
the summer. He describes it as a 
beautiful, refurbished, modernized 
hotel that’s one of a kind in Hamp- 
ton Bays, and it offers free access 
to the beach as well as transporta- 
tion to company-owned restaurants. 
Among the hotel’s highlights is an 
on-site restaurant known as the 
Crash Cantina, which offers both in- 
door and outdoor dining. 

In total, the amount of time Kar- 
son spends at the hotel is equivalent 
to that of a full-time job, if not more, 
with much of his work being done 
during the overnight hours. Because 
he’s the only member of staff after 


hours, Karson has a lot on his plate, 
with guests bringing him all matter 
of questions and concerns. 

“I was hired to run guest rela- 
tions,” he says. “I’m on call 40 hours 
a week as the after hours on-site as- 
sociate, and I do a variety of jobs. I 
manage check-ins, issue and track 
beach passes, oversee housekeep- 
ing, drive guests to other company 
restaurants, and do my best to en- 
sure that guest needs are met after 
hours.” : 

When September comes around, 


-Karson will continue with baseball 


while he’s down in Florida, but he 
will swap out his hotel duties for 
basketball and full-time studying to- 
wards his degree in Sports Business 
Management. This might seem a bit 
much for most students, but to Kar- 
son, it’s just another step towards 
reaching his goals. 

His dream is to one day become 
the general manager for an NBA 
team, and while he’d accept a posi- 
tion with any team in the league, 
his preference is to remain with the 
Magic. His current role within the 
organization, which he’s held for

operations for the Lakeland Magic, 


‘-Orlando’s G League affiliate. 


Karson’s basketball expertise 
reaches far beyond Lakeland as he’s 
done some work for Orlando directly 
as well as the Summer League in Las 
Vegas, which he’s returning to in 
July.

About 40 minutes from 
Glasgow Airport is Dundonald Links 
in the county of Ayrshire. It’s a mod- 
ern links, stunning layout designed by 
Kyle Phillips, with five-star facilities 
including a beautiful, large clubhouse, 
restaurant, and luxury cottages. Dun- 
donald is a perfect location to stay and 
play. 

Dundonald Links has wide fairways 
and undulating greens. Strategically 
placed bunkers will certainly test 
your accuracy and skill level, but the 
generous fairways and a wide choice 
of tees ensure that golfers of all ability 
levels will enjoy this links experience. 

The resort offers a large practice 


facility with a driving range, short 

game area and practice greens. And 

there is a state-of-the-art fit- 

ness center inside the mod- 
ern clubhouse.

Havers won from 1962-2004. Hen- 
rik Stenson beat Phil Mickelson by 
three shots in the 2016 Open Cham- 
pionship, the last time it was played 
at Royal Troon. In 2020, Royal Troon 
hosted the Women’s Open which was 
won by Sophia Popov of Germany. She 
was ranked 304th in the world at the 
time. 

Royal Troon has so many signa- 
ture holes, the Postage Stamp being 
its most famous. The par 3, 8th hole 
plays 123 yards from an elevated tee 
to a very small green. It’s the short- 
est par 3 in Open Championship golf. 


The hole drops over a gully to a long 
and very narrow green that is set into 
the side of a sandhill. There are two 
bunkers protecting the left side of 
the green and a large crater bunker 
is in front. Will Park coined the name 
“Postage Stamp” writing in Golf Illus- 
trated: “a pitching surface skimmed 
down to.the size of a postage stamp ...” 

Royal Troon’s par 5, 6th is the lon- 
gest par 5 in Open Championship his- 
tory, playing 601 yards. 

The clubhouse at Royal Troon is full 
of history with golf memorabilia and 
photographs. Allow time to enjoy their 
cozy bar which overlooks the 18th 
green while sipping their signature 
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Royal Troon House Lager, brewed for 
them by Belhaven. 

Prestwick Golf Club was the original 
site for the Open Championship, dating 
back to 1860. A group of 57 members 
who were regulars at the Red Lion Inn 
in town, formed the golf club. OP Tom 
Morris uprooted his family from St. 
Andrews and moved to Prestwick to 
design, build and maintain the original 
12-holes, and also assisted Prestwick 
in 1882 when they extended the links 
course to 18 holes. 

Prestwick hosted 24 Open Cham- 
pionships, the last one being in 1925. 
The winner from the first Open Cham- 
pionship, Willie Park Sr., over Tom 
Morris Sr., was presented with a red 
Morocco Challenge Belt. 

The Challenge Belt was awarded to 
the winner of The Open Champion- 
ship from 1860 until 1870. It was re- 
placed by the Claret Jug for the 1872 
Open Championship which is still 
being used to this day. Willie Park Sr. 
and Tom Morris Sr., won the Open 
Championship at Prestwick, four 
times each. And Tom Morris Jr. cap- 
tured the title four straight years. 

If youre playing Prestwick for 
the first time, play with a caddie or 
someone who is familiar with the

course. It’s a quirky lay out with lots 
of blind shots, challenging elevation, 
and intriguing routing. The greens 
are small, the bunkers are deep, and 
many are hidden. 

The tee box for the short opening 
hole is a few steps away from the club- 
house with a wall and railway framing 
the right side..A church and cemetery 


to the right provides an interesting 


backdrop as you start your golfing ad- 
venture on this most entertaining and 
compelling links design. 

The 17th hole, originally the 2nd 
hole, is the oldest existing hole in 
championship golf. The par 4 hole is 
called “The Alps,” with a blind ap- 


proach over the Alps dune and on the 
other side, a massive “Sahara” bun- 
ker awaits, between the dune and the 
green. 

Prestwick is tons of fun to play once 
you know your way around! 

Western Gailes Golf Club neighbors 
Dundonald Links and is situated be- 
tween the railway and the sea. The 
strong winds off the Firth of Clyde 
make this course an excellent test of 
true links golf. 

Navigating the deep pot bunkers 
and meandering burns was challeng- 
ing enough. Throw in wind gusts up 
to 50 mph the afternoon we played, 


and it became an ultimate test of

shot-making and stamina. Pushing 
the pull-cart against the high winds 
was quite the workout in and of itself 
in addition to navigating the rolling 
links land, high dunes, deep pot bun- 
kers and burns. 

The signature hole is the par 3, 7th, 
surrounded by dunes and protected 
by waste areas and pot punkers. Eight 
holes are exposed to the coastline 
making for stunning views. 

The County of Ayrshire in SW Scot- 
land is one of the best golf destina- 
tions in the world with over 45 courses 
to choose from. And this time of year 
in Scotland, the sun comes out at 
around 6 a.m. and sets past 10 p.m. so 
you ll have plenty of daylight to get in 
as much golf as you desire.

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Dru Hammer Kicks Off Druville 
Pop-Up Tour in Westhampton Beach

Db” Hammer is combining 40-plus 
years of design experience with 
her lifelong passion for charity to pre- 
launch her Palm Beach-based druville 
brand with a pop-up tour kicking off in 
the Hamptons this weekend. 

Since her formative years, Hammer 
has been drawn to striking colors and 
bold prints — bright green crocodiles on 
hot pink and the like — and this carried 
over into her high-end home design, de- 
velopment and real estate career. 

“My sons are the reason that I got the 
name ‘Druville’ because they would tell 
people that they grew up in Whoville 


(Dr. Seuss), because I decorate with’ 


hot pinks, lime greens, yellows and 
turquoise,” Hammer shares. 

As she created new designs that she 
felt the high-end design landscape was 
lacking, she wondered if she might 
trademark them. Despite the low odds, 
as her attorney warned, Hammer was 
able to trademark all 11 of her initial 
designs, proving how unique they truly 
were. 

“I started getting into designing 
different things, and then I finally 
thought, ‘Why am I not just launching 
this?” Hammer asked herself, realiz- 
ing doing so would allow her to better 
support her very personal Hammered 
Heart Foundation, helping women and 
children. 

After 25 years of marriage into the 
Armand Hammer family resulted in 
a long, painful divorce, she felt that 
her heart had been bruised and “ham-. 
mered.” Later, on a trip to Israel, she 
discovered a stone that mirrored what 
she was feeling: the image of a ham- 
mered heart. 

“T had a God moment. I just felt like 
God was going to take my hammered 
heart,” Hammer remembers. “There’s 
a Bible verse that says, ‘5He’ll take your 
heart of stone and turn it to flesh, and 
He'll heal your heart’ — and I thought, 
‘Oh my gosh, I’m going to be OK.” 

After this realization ~— and an- 
other soon after, following a flat tire 
and a costly fix — Hammer couldn’t 
shake the idea that there are countless 
more hammered hearts in the world, 
and many don't have access to the 
same resources she does. She sought 
to support these individuals through 
the creation of the Hammered Heart 
Foundation and through the support of 
various other charities serving a broad 
range of people. 

“Tm so gfateful in the position that 
I'm in, but there are a lot of women who 


come out who are not in the same po- 
sition and it’s very difficult,” she says. 
“That’s why I give to a wide range of 
charities, which help abused children, 
and help women coming off of drug ad- 
diction and alcoholism, and battered 
women, and sometimes single women 
who just aren’t making it.” 

With trademarks in tow and new- 
found dedication to hammered hearts 
in need, Hammer asked herself, “How 
cool would it be to start a company and 
be able to design and be creative AND 
give back at the same time?”

Thus, the druville brand was born, 
and the first stop of its pre-launch tour 
is scheduled for Kerrigan Country Re- 
alty in Westhampton Beach.

“I just thought it would be fun to do 
a pre-launch in these wonderful places 
like the Hamptons and see what prod- 
ucts are received the best, what are 
the best sellers, what women really 
love — and just go by that to see exactly 
how much further into manufacturing 
certain products that I will go, so that’s 
why were calling it a pre-launch,” 
Hammer explains. “There’s no better 
place in the world to launch lime green 
and hot pink, et cetera products, right? 
And it’s vacation land and one of the 
most beautiful places in the world.”

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3 Factors to Consider Before Converting an Attic

Aa onset of the COVID-19 pan- 
emic, many homeowners sud- 
denly found themselves in need of 
more usable square footage in their 
homes. Required to work from home 
due to social distancing reeommenda- 
tions, millions of working profession- 
als suddenly found themselves setting 
up shop at kitchen tables or islands, in 
alcoves, garages or even walk-in clos- 
ets. Those makeshift offices were nev- 
er supposed to be permanent, but as 
companies loosen workplace policies 
and embrace full-remote or hybrid 
working arrangements, professionals 
are seeking more permanent home of- 
fice solutions. 

Home additions are a possibility 
for homeowners who need more us- 
able square footage, but add-ons may 
not be the right option for everyone. 
If adding on won't work, homeowners 
may want to look up ... at their attics. 

Attics with ample space can make 
for ideal home offices, as they’re away 


from the hustle and bustle of a home’s 
main floor. That can make it easier to 
concentrate when everyone is in the 
house and reduce the likelihood that 
video calls with colleagues and cli- 
ents will be interrupted by kids and 
pets. 

Attic conversions are not always 
possible, and the following are three 
important factors homeowners may 
need to consider before they can go 
forward with such projects. 

1. Dimensions: Both the renova- 
tion experts at This Old House and 
the real estate experts at UpNest in- 
dicate that at least half of a finished 
attic must be a minimum of seven 
feet high and seven feet wide and 70 
square feet. Requirements may dif- 
fer depending on where homeown- 
ers live, but that 7-7-70 guideline is 
generally the minimum requirement. 
An attic that fails to meet such re- 
quirements won't necessarily be a lost 
cause, but it might be costly to make 


adjustments that ultimately align 
with local codes. 

2. Access: Access is another as- 
pect that must adhere to local safety 
guidelines. Many attics are accessible 
only through pulldown ladders, but 
that will have to change if homeown- 
ers repurpose their attic spaces. A 
staircase that complies with local 
laws will need to be installed, and 
contractors can work with homeown- 
ers to build that and estimate the 
cost. Homeowners who simply want 
to put desks in their attics without 
going with full-fledged conversions 
are urged to adhere to local access 
requirements anyway, as they're in- 
tended to ensure residents can safely 
escape attics in the case of a fire or 
another emergency. 

3. Climate control: Attics are 
converted to provide residents with 
more livable space. Converted space 
is only livable if the climate within the 


attic can be controlled so it’s cool in 


the summer and warm in the winter. 
An existing HVAC unit needs to effi- 
ciently heat and cool an extra room. 
If it can't, bills might spike because 
the rest of the home likely won't be 
as comfortable, forcing homeowners 
to adjust thermostats to offset that 
discomfort. That also could affect 
the unit’s life expectancy. Before go- 
ing forward with an attic renovation, 
homeowners should contact HVAC 
professionals to determine if attic 
spaces can be serviced with the exist- 
ing units and ductwork, or if an alter- 
native arrangement must be worked 
out to make the spaces livable. 

Attic conversions can be great ways 
to make existing spaces more liv- 
able. Homeowners considering such 
projects should pay attention to three 
important variables as they try to de- 
termine if attic conversions will work 
for them.

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PR Man Frank Marino: From NYC to Shining N orth Sea

Ra Marino is a master commu- 
nicator. For the past four decades, 
he has been a fixture in the New York 
public relations landscape. He cut 
his teeth in government, serving the 
state and city of New York in various 
capacities before founding his name- 
sake public relations firm in 1993. 

Born in Manhattan and raised 
in the Bronx, Marino grew up in a 
neighborhood in the shadow of the 
Throgs Neck Bridge in an area that 
shares its name. He would venture to 
Westchester for college, where he at- 
tended Iona College, graduating with 
a degree in communications. 

After a few years as a teacher, and 
volunteering in his spare time for 
a Bronx assemblymember, Marino 
accepted a position as the assem- 
blyman’s chief of staff. It was in this 
position where Marino saw first- 
hand how state government operates 
and worked closely with commu- 
nity groups, and learned what makes 
neighborhoods tick. Here he also 
began his public relations activities 
working with the media on a regular 
basis. His career would transition to 
the city, where he would serve in a 
communications role for what is now 


called the New York City Economic ~ 


Development Corporation (EDC). At 
the time of his departure from the 
public sector, Marino held the title 
of senior vice president for public af- 
fairs, media relations and marketing 
during the administration of Mayor 
Ed Koch. 

“It was really a go-go time, espe- 
cially when I first got there. We were 
doing projects all over the place,” 
says Marino referencing the 42nd 
Street Redevelopment Project, the 
creation of the South Street Seaport 
and myriad projects in downtown 
Brooklyn including the Metro-Tech 
and Morgan Stanley developments 
and in Bay Ridge the redevelopment 
of the Brooklyn Army Terminal and 
College Point Industrial park in 
Queens among numerous others. 

“I really learned a lot about real 
estate, but at the same time learned 
about all of the media, because they 
wanted to know what we were doing 
— the news about our projects — so 
that’s what really launched me to 
form Marino,” he says. 

After starting The Marino Organi- 
zation, later rebranded as Marino, he

would offer communications services 
and advice for projects of various 
shapes and sizes. Utilizing his ex- 
perience and relationships made in 
government, Marino would find his 
niche in public relations for economic 
development. He recalls his involve- 
ment in various projects throughout 
his 30 years leading Marino, like the 
rezoning which created the Hudson 
Yards, the marketing communica- 
tions for the new One World Trade, 
the Brooklyn Navy Yard, Industry 
City, Terminal 4 at John F. Kennedy 
International Airport and many 
other unmistakable icons in the five 
boroughs. 

In addition to his work in real es- 
tate with some of the biggest names 
in the industry, Marino has provided 
strategic communications counsel to 
Fortune 100 and major international 
and national businesses including 
McDonald’s, the Con Edison Clean 
Energy Businesses, Walmart, The 
Home Depot, Cushman & Wake- 
field, National Grid, Crain’s New 


York Business, Curaleaf and Colliers 
International. 

“Recently, I took a couple of my 
grandkids on some tours of New York 
City,” he says. “As I am on the High 
Line and looking towards Hudson 
Yards, it really hit me what this com- 
munity became. We worked on the re- 
zoning of the West Side, what became 
Hudson Yards. I just looked and said, 
‘Holy cow, we had a role in this.’ 

“I grew up on Walter Cronkite, so I 
hold the media to a higher standard,” 
Marino continues. “I just think that 
the media plays such an important 
role. I still get a lot of joy out of seeing 
a client in print. It could be a trade 
publication, a tier-one hit or a tier- 
one broadcast hit, it is kind of what 
has driven me.” 

His practice has expanded to con- 
sumer and lifestyle, real estate, tech- 
nology and innovation, health and 
science, the nonprofit sector, food 
and beverage among other indus- 
tries. While his agency has changed 
in size and.scope of practice, Marino 


has remained passionate about pub- 
lic relations and gets the same thrill 
of seeing his clients’ stories appear in 
the news. 

These days, Marino calls West- 
chester home, living _on the New 
York-Connecticut border in the small 
Village of Rye Brook. On the week- 
ends, he ventures onto Long Island, 
traveling to the East End to his be- 
loved home away from home in North 
Sea in the Town of Southampton.. 
He recalls, though, that he did not 
always hold this affinity for our 118- 
mile island. 

“My cousins make fun of me, be- 
cause growing up in Throgs Neck, we 
used to hate to visit our aunt and un- 
cle in Wantagh, because it was hor- 
rific coming back home with a car- 
load of people in bumper-to-bumper 
beach traffic,” Marino mentions with 
a chuckle. “We would always talk 
down about Long Island, but now, I 
have become a big believer. What’s 
not to like?” 

Today, Marino sees the East End as 
an escape from the hustle-and-bustle 
of his daily life. When in Southamp- 
ton, he enjoys spending his time with 
his wife, Patrice; his children, Cara, 
John and Robert; and his six grand- 
children. John is president of Mari- 
no, Cara an executive vice-president 
and Patrice serves as the controller. 

You can often find them gathered 
around his backyard pool, at Fly- 
ing Point Beach, Long Beach in Sag 
Harbor, or really, anywhere on the 
waterfront. He enjoys the scenery on 
daily long walks, where he feels he 


-can truly embrace the natural bless- 


ings bestowed upon the South Fork. 
“This is our 17th year and it’s a 

great place to chill out,” he says. “We 

have a house large enough so that the 


-kids and grandkids in the summer 


want to be there, so we spend a great 
deal of time with them.” 

“We used to have a place in the Ad- 
irondacks, it was a family place with 
my brothers,” he adds. “I would call 
that ‘God’s Country,’ because of the 
beauty of the mountains, especially 
in the fall. Frankly, the Hamptons 
give it a run for its money. When you 
see water wherever you are going, 
there is just something that over- 
whelms you.”
